December Mulching Is 
Best For Strawberries 

Mulching in December with one 
and one-half tons of straw per 
acre has meant an average of 30 
crates more berries per acre than 
in spring mulching in nine years 

Ken¬ 
tucky. County Agent Carl W Sin¬ 
clair stated 

Whenever there are tempera¬ 
tures of 10 or 12 degrees F. tv. 
colder, with no snow on the i 
ground, unmuichcd strawberries ■ 
suffer. The blossom clusters, or 
roots are' injured to such extent 
that blooming is reduced, and 
many plants fail to bloom at all j 
These non-blooming plants, (of¬ 
ten called "he plants”) grow 
vigorously in the spring and put 
out many early runners. They 
are tha result of winter-injury., 
which can be prevented by De¬ 
cember mulching. 

When baled straw is used for 
mulching the bales should be 
taken to the patch in September 
and the wires clipped so that the 
straw will soak up the fall rams 
and germinate any grain before 
the mulch is spread This pre¬ 
vents inlcsting the field with rye, 
wheat or cheat. 

In addition to giving winter i 
protection, tne mulch keeps the I 
berries clean at harvest, bolds 
moisture, helps to kepp down 
weed growth in early spring and 
reduces soil erosion.

A check for $1700.00 from the 
March of Dimes headquarters in 
New York was received here 
Wednesday by the Morgan Coun¬ 
ty Chapter of the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis. 

Mrs. Mac Wells, chanter chair¬ 
man, said the check would help 
pay the costs of care already pro¬ 
vided for polio patients at home 
or in local hospitals. 

“This money is another exam¬ 
ple of the help available to local 
chapters from national head¬ 
quarters,” Mrs. Wells said, "and 
it relieves the financial pressure 
on our chapter for the time be¬ 
ing." 

Mrs. Wells said. “We are doing 
everything we ran to insure the 
success of the 1955 March of 
Dimes in Morgan county, so that 
we will be ready to give financial 
aid to local polio patients during | 
the new year. Fifty percent of 
funds raised stay right here in 
our area." 

The other 50 percent of 1955 
March of Dimes money will go 
to national headquarters, for other 
polio-fighting programs. 

'These programs include (1) 
polio prevention, part of which is 
the purchase of standby supplies 
of polio vaccine so the vaccine, 
if declared effective this spring 
and is licensed, can be made j 
available almost immediately to 
9,000.000 children throughout the 
country, (2) continued scientific 
research aimed at the utimgte j 
prevention of this crippling dis¬ 
ease and (3) professional educa-1 
lion for personnel urgently need¬ 
ed in hospitals and laboratories." 
he said. 

Mrs. Wells explained that the, 
chapter is currently providing the 
March of Dimes funds, in whole!

SCS To Share Cost 
Of Setting Trees 
In Morgan In ’55

At their monthly meeting last 
Monday the board of superinten¬ 
dents of the Morgan Countv Soil 
Conservation District voted to 
sponsor a tree selling contest 
with prizes for the West Liberty 
and Ezel chapters of the FFA. 
The rules are as follows: 

1. Any boy enrolled as a mem¬ 
ber of cither the West Liberty or 
Ezel chapter FFA. 

2. All tree orders must be i 
properly filled out and signed by J 
the purchaser and payment, check 
or money order in full, made pay¬ 
able to the Division of Forestry. 

3. Ail tree orders will be sub¬ 
mitted to the District Forester 
through the Morgan County Soil 
Conservation District office for 
tabulation and recording. 

4. The effective date will be 
from the date of an-iouncement 
until Feb 15, 1955 However, the 
district will reserve the right to 
extend the deadline or to move it 
up by public announcement de¬ 
pending on availability of trees 
and closing date for tree orders as 
announced by the State Division 
of Forestry. 

5 The cash prizes will go to the 
boy selling the highest number of 
trees within the prize limit, at the 
rate of 10c per 100 trees, up to 
15.000 trees. First prize, 12.000- 
19.950 trees will be 10c per 100 
trees up to 15.000 trees plus a 
$10.00 bonus for 15,000 to 19.950 
trees. 20,000 trees or more will 
earn an extra $10.00 bonus or a 
total prize of $35.00 for 20.000 or 
more trees—one prize only. Sec¬ 
ond, third, fourth and fifth prizes 
will be 10c per 100 trees to the 
boy selling the highest number of 
trees as listed within the prize 
limit below: 

2nd prize limit 9.000 to 11,950 
trees, $11.95 

3rd prize limit 6,000 io 8,950 
trees. $8.95 

4th prize limit 4,000 to 5.950 
trees, $5.95 

5th prize limit 2,000 to 3.950 
trees, $3.95. 

In case of a tie within any 
prize limit the prize money wiil 
be divided equally among the 
tying contestants.

Social Security Aide 
To Visit W. Liberty 
To Assist Claimants 

Robert A. Flynn, Acting Dis- I 
trict Manager of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration, has an¬ 
nounced that Frank M. Wright, 
field representative, will be in 
West Liberty on the following 
dates: January 26, February 23, 
and March 23. He will be at the 
courthouse in West Liberty at 
12:30 p.m. on those dates. 

The social security represen¬ 
tative will assist claimants in the 
application for benefits, and he 
will answer questions about the 
social security law. 

It is important for farm oper¬ 
ators to remember that they will 
.ot report income for social se¬ 
curity purposes until after the 
end of 1955. Farm operators who 
have technical questions about 
reporting their income should ad¬ 
dress their inquiries to the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. 

Disabled workers should under¬ 
stand that there is no provision 
for the payment of social secur¬ 
ity benefits because of a disabil¬ 
ity. There is a provision for freez¬ 
ing the earnings record of a dis¬ 
abled person, provided certain re¬ 
quirements of the law are met. 
The application to establish a 
period of disability cannot be 
filed before Jan. 1, 1955, and any 
application thai is filed before 
July 1957, can be effective to es¬ 
tablish a period of disability ex¬ 
tending as far back as the last 
quarter of 1941, which is the 
earliest date that the require¬ 
ments could be met 

Survivors of certain workers 
who died after 1939. and before 
Sept 1. 1950, may now be en¬ 
titled under a provision of the 
recent amendments; therefore, 
these survivors should contact a 
representative of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration.

(NOTE—The followinz is a 
portion of an address deliv¬ 
ered by Judge Ed. C. O'Rear 
on "Eastern Kentucky" before 
the Filson (Tub In Louisville at 
its June 1953 meetinz and sub¬ 
sequently puhliahed In the Fil- 
son (Tub's History Quarterly 
for .April. 1954. No one is bet¬ 
ter qualified to recount the his¬ 
tory of our region and our 
people than Judge O'Rear. who 
has been closely associated with 
mountain people for more than 
three-quarters of a century. 
The address was flatteringly re- 
reived by a large audience in 
Iaiuistillr. and the Filson (Tub 
has granted The Courier per¬ 
mission to republish the ad¬ 
dress.)

To know Eastern Kentucky one 
needs to know its people as well 
as its land. 

The first whites who came to 
Kentucky were the scouts, ven¬ 
turesome, curious and courageous. 
They came not as settlers. Fol¬ 
lowing the line of least resistance, 
by way of the Powell River basin, 
skirting the formidable frowning 
Cumberland* on their right flank, 
Walker and Boone found and 
used a low gap in the Cumber¬ 
land wall, which they named 
rnmhaTUna Gap. Creasing there, 
dropping down onto waters of a 
river coursing southwest, they 
passed by easy grades along 
friendly tributaries of two other 
rivers to the limestone country. 
Stories of the new forested land 
were carried back to Virginia 
and North Carolina by the scouts, 
who became missionaries, as well 
as pilots of emigrants Naturally 
they herded their charges over 
the routes they had first tra¬ 
versed and tested That was 
toward the close of the Revolu¬ 
tion. 

The viciously destructive cam¬ 
paigns of Arnold and Cornwallis 
in the war of the Revolution had 
laid waste tidewater Virginia and 
North Carolina. Many fleeing 
families sought asylum beyond 
the old settlements, new homes 
in the remote Kentucky lands, 
far from any likely military ac-

tion. All were not piloted by 
Boone, though many followed his 
blazed trail. Others ventured on 
| their own. Doubtless sensing that 
the Boone people had preempted 
the choicest sites, they scouted to 
reach the west by shorter, even 
though harder ways. They found 
two gaps in the Cumberlands not 
trice, by Bccr.c one far u,, tlw 
Powell and its tributary, the 
Pond, at the head of the latter 
Not so easy as Cumberland, but 
passable. It led them down onto 
the headwaters of Kentucky Riv- 
J er and the Elkhorn Fork of Big 
Sandy. But aa the latter flowed 
cast, while the emigrants sought 
the West, they followed down the 
North Fork of Kentucky, and 
some up its Rockhouse Fork by 
way of an old, well worn Indian 
I trail made by the Cherokt 
their forays into the choice nunt- 
ing lands, and to the Salt Springs 
in the Iow’er Licking This stream 
of emigrants spread into the for¬ 
ests and the fertile gentle valleys 
of the Licking, and thence the 
I Red. They settled there. 

The second new pass over the 
Cumberland from the Powell Val¬ 
ley was found at Big Stone, 
through which emigrants passed 


and settled the Upper Cumber¬ 
land River Valley, now the coun¬ 
ties of Harlan and eastern Letch¬ 
er. Following the surrender of 
the British at Yorktown there 
was a wave of migration of Vir¬ 
ginians to the Kentucky country, 
sparked by the grants by Virginia 
of vacant lands and homesteads 
in the far west to her soldiers in 
payment for their services. 

Thus the first settlers of all 
Eastern Kentucky were concur¬ 
rently from the same communities 
and of the same stocks of people 
as flowed through Boonesboro 
and the Boone routes into the 
limestone plateau—now the Blue 
Grass. Their descendants, Ken¬ 
tuckians all. are kinsmen of the 
blood, very bone of the bone of 
the ardent Anglo Saxons. 

Those who came by the Ohio, 
followers of Kenton. Bullitt, the 
McAfees and Harrod, settled along 
the valley of the Ohio, judiciously 
choosing its southern side, and 
overflowed by way of Limestone 
(Maysville), the lower Licking, 
and the Kentucky to occupy 
northern and north central Ken¬ 
tucky. They, too, in the main 
were Virginians and contingents 
of their kinsmen, the Maryland¬ 
ers, with not a few from Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

T?;c rr.isralicr. to Kentucky w«u, 

the first mass movement by the 
colonists in America. It was so 
great that notwithstanding the 
terrors and trials of the journey, 
the population of the district had 
so increased within ten years 
from the close of the Revolution 
that Kentucky was admitted as 
a state, actually the first born of 
the Union. 

That the mountain region was 
settled at the same time as other 
sections is confirmed by the fact 
that when the*new state began 
cutting her territory into con¬ 
venient local government units, 
Clay was formed in 1806. Estlll, 
1808. Floyd 1799. Greenup 1803, 
Harlan 1819. Knox 1797, Pulaski 
1798 and Whitley 1812, formed 
contemporaneously with most of 
the other counties of the state.

REDUCES FARM PARITY SUPPORTS 


Cross Compliance 
Edict for Diverted 
Acres Rescinded 


Morgan Countians at 
PIKEVILLE

Secretary of Agriculture Ben¬ 
son has relieved farmers of all 
controls next year except those 
imposed by Congress and voted 
by farmers themselves. 

Mr. Benson announced at a 
news conference that a measure 
he set up last summer to control 
use of “surplus” acres in 1955 
is being tossed into the discard. 

Under this measure, a farmer 
would have been reouired to 
| comply with all acreage plant¬ 
ing allotments assigned his farm 
to be eligible for price support 
aid on any crop. Allotments will 
be made for cotton, wheat, com, 
peanuts, major types of tobacco 
and rice. 

This control was designed, for 
example, to prevent farmers 
from using land diverted from 
wheat to production of corn in 
excess of their corn allotments. 
But now a farmer may plant as 
much corn as he likes and still be 
eligible for wheat supports. 

Another control measure Mr. 
Benson dropped would have pre¬ 
vented diversion of “surplus" 
land from allotment crops to po¬ 
tatoes and commercial vebetables. 


"excessive” use of land diverted 
from allotment crops, Mr. Benson 
reduced price support rates for 
next year’s output of oats, rye, 
barley and gram sorghums. These 
grains—used mainly for livestock 
feed—will be supported at 70% 
of parity compared with 85% 
this year. 

Parity is a standard for meas¬ 
uring farm prices declared by 
law to be fair to farmers in re¬ 
lation to prices they pay. 

Mr. Benson said the reduction 
in price supports for these feed 
grains—coupled with removal of 
his “cross - compliance" acreage 
allotment program—snouia resuii 
in lower feed grain prices and use 
of these crops instead of their 
movement into storage under a 
price support program. 

Lifting of the cross-compliance 
regulation should encourage pro¬ 
duction and building up of feed 
supplies. 

Furthermore, the reduced sup¬ 
ports should provide some relief 
to dairymen who have been com¬ 
plaining that feed grains have 
been supported at a higher rate 
than have dairy products. The 
support level for dairy products 
is 75% of parity.

The only controls remaining 
for 1955 include: marketing qou- 
tas, which farmers themselves 
must approve, for cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, and peanuts, -<nd acre¬ 
age allotments for all these crops 
and corn. Allotments are required 
by law except in times of emer¬ 
gency. Benson said it may be 
necessary to propose marketing 
quotas for rice. 

Also still in effect next year is 
a congressional edict that farm¬ 
ers must comply with ail acreage 
allotments to be eligible for sub¬ 
sidies paid under soil conserva¬ 
tion programs. These subsidies 
are small in relation to total farm

I 
Lower receipts from eggs, chick¬ 
ens and dairy products more than 
offset slight increases in receipts 
from cattle and hogs.

SOCIAL SECURITY 
FOR FARMERS IS 
EXPLAINED HERE 

Robert A. Flynn, acting district 
manager of the Ashland District 
Social Security office, explained 
the now social security laws cov¬ 
ering farmers at a county-wide 
meeting of 152 farmers, which 
was held in the courthouse in 
West Liberty Saturday. Morgan 
County Farm Bureau sponsored 
the meeting. 

Mr. Flynn explained the provi¬ 
sions of the new law in de*ail 
and answered individual ques¬ 
tions of farmers. He pointed out 
provisions in the law whereby a 
self-employed farmer whose to¬ 
tal receipt*; are ClSflfl or te«« j onH 

if this farmer reports on a cash 
basis, could choose between re¬ 
porting his actual net earnings or 
reporting half of his total re¬ 
ceipts. If his total receipts, how¬ 
ever, aie over $1800, his actual 
earnings must be figured, and if 
the net earnings are less than 
$900, he may report either the 
actual amount or $900. 

The individual farming for him¬ 
self does not report or pay social 
security tax on his 1954 earnings. 
The first time he will be re¬ 
quired to report and pay such 
tax will be early in 1956, at which 
time he is due to report his 1955 
earnings. This report will be a 
part of his income tax return and 
will be filed with it. The social 
security number of each person 
filing must be shown on his re¬ 
port as that number assures cor¬ 
rect crediting to his account of 
the amount reported by him. His 
benefits will be figured from 
this account. $400 is the mini¬ 
mum and $4200 is the maximum 
to be reported under the law. 

According to Mr. Flynn, farm 
earnings will count toward social 
security benefits for farmers and 
their families—toward monthly 
benefits in old age, and monthly 
payments to survivors in case the 
farm operator dies regardless of 
age. The amount of monthly bene¬ 
fits received is based upon the 
record of earnings. Persons who 
come under social security for the 
first time in 1955 can become in¬ 
sured for the payment of bene¬ 
fits. in some cases, as soon as 
they have earned social security 
credits for a year and a half. In 
many cases, however, it will re¬ 
quire a longer period of time to 
become insured. 

T.B. HOSPITALS 
FILLED IN NOV. 

FRANKFORT. Dec. 27—Patient 
population of Kentucky’s six tu¬ 
berculosis hospitals at the end of 
November was 733—with each of 
the institutions being operated at 
rapacity—it was reported today 
by Joe D. Miller, executive di¬ 
rector of the Kentucky Tubercu¬ 
losis Sanatoria Commission. 

Miller said there were 82 ad¬ 
missions and 75 discharges from 
the hospitals during the month, 
for a gain of seven patients. 

The hospitals also had 212 per¬ 
sons to make “initial visits” to 
them during the month for ad- 
vee, and 696 “repeat visits’’ from 
persons who came for consulta¬ 
tion or advice relative to their 
condition, though they were not 
hospitalized. 

STRAWBERRIES PROMOTED 

More than 700 farmers at¬ 
tended strawberry meetings in 10 
Southern Kentucky counties this 
fall, according to UK Associate 
County Agent James K. Stacey 
of Pulaski county. About 600 
farmers are already growing ber¬ 
ries. All phases of berry produc¬ 
tion were discussed at the meet¬ 
ings, with emphasis on mulching 
for winter. Most fields inspected 
were clean and looked like they 
had been given good care. Stacey 
said. 


UK County Agent Robert H. 
Fike estimates fqrmers in Letch¬ 
er county will set 50 to 75 acres 
of strawberries next spring, 
of the newer varieties.

Experiment Station 
Reports on Cost of 
Growing of Burley 


Concerning the cost of burley 
tobacco, the 1953 annual report of 
the University of Kentucky Ex¬ 
periment Station says, in part: 

"Direct cast expenses, not in¬ 
cluding hired labor, in burley to- 
oacco production averaged $85.28 
per acre for the Inner Bluegrass 
Area of Kentucky in 1952. Ferti¬ 
lizer expense totaled nearly half 
of this amount. Other tobacco- 
producing areas had similar ex¬ 
penses, although the total amount 
was slightly less tnan for the In¬ 
ner Bluegrass. Tractor, horse 
work, and tillage equipment cost, 
which included some additional 
cash expenses, amounted to $37.91 
an acre. Other costs included the 
use of barns, barn equipment, 
and manure furnished from the 
farm. The estimated value for 
use of bams, stripping rooms, to¬ 
bacco sticks, and manure was 
$93.27 an acre. Labor hired av¬ 
eraged $84.52 pei acre. 

“The above cost items totaled 
$300.98 per acre. Additional costs 
included family labor, rent value 
for use of land, risk, and man¬ 
agement—all of which vary from 
farm to farm and among areas. 
The gross return from an aver¬ 
age of 1,605 pounds of tobacco 
marketed per acre was $875.05 
for the Inner Bluegrass farms in 
1952. 

‘‘An average of 318 man-hours! 
was required per acre for tobac¬ 
co production in the Inner Blue¬ 
grass; of this amount, 120 hours 
were required prior to harvest, 
60 hours for. harvesting and cur¬ 
ing. and 138 hours for stripping 
and marketing. These amounts 
included all hired labor, con¬ 
tract work, the labor with ma¬ 
chine work hired, and the work 
done by the farm operators and 
members of his family.”

peals. one State Librarian, two 
State Banking Commissioners, 
and a State Insurance Commis- 1 
sioner. Also there have been six 
U. S Senators from Kentucky 
five U. S. District Attorneys, one | 
U. S. District Judge, and one 
Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, its present | 
Chief Justice. Fred V.nson. (Mr. 
Chief Justice Vinson died Sep¬ 
tember 8, 1953. Ed.) Kentucky 
also may well acclaim: “I will 
lift up mine eyes unto the hills, 
whence cometh my help." 

In the melting pot of America, 
the many races of differing 
bloods, nationalities, and inherit¬ 
ed ideologies may pose in the not 
too distant future, a grave ethnic' 
problem.

‘EASTERN KENTUCKY’ 

(Continued Trom pjge one) 
which the pioneers had found so 
extremely difficult was to figure 
yet importantly in the develop¬ 
ment of Eastern Kentucky 

Though very early in the Nine¬ 
teenth Century, the newly in¬ 
vented steamboat and railway 
locomotives and the macadam 
hard surfaced highways were in¬ 
troduced into the country where 
commerce supported them, none 
of these were for Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Kentucky’s three great 
rivers which found their source* 
at the foot of the Cumberland 
range were not navigable till they 
had passed well beyond the 
mountain region. 

East-West railroads swerved 
away from the Cumberland fault 
as impassable. 

Coal had not then become an 
important fuel. As late as 1838 
only 11,000 tons were mined in 
the whole state. The mountain 
country, a sandy loam, could not 
produce more from agriculture 
than for its sustenance. 

The growing and persistent 
movement of populations and im¬ 
migrants westward in search of 
new homes after steam trans¬ 
portation, also veered around the 
Cumberland bariier, as did the 
railroads, leaving the Eastern 
Kentucky mountain region a sort 
of dead eddy in the stream, where 
nothing entered, nothing left, !7s 
vast potentials all in suspense, 
the doldrums of the Cumberlands. 

Also that region was adversely 
affected by the political circum¬ 
stances. The conditions were not 
favorable for the employment of 
slave labor. So they had no 
slaves. Hence our mountaineer 
people, in common indeed with

Rowan's most valuable mineral 
is fire clay, producing 284.000 tons 
of the total of 1.346.425 tons 
mined in the entire state, all of 
it in five of the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky counties. But King Coal 
reigns yet. 

Be it known that Kentucky is 
today the second largest producer 
of coal in the United States, and 
therefore one of the largest in the 
world. While there are valuable 
and extensive coal deposits In 
Western Kentucky, main!' 
Muhlenberg. Hopkins and Ohio 
counties, and while the total ton- 
age of coal mined in Kentucky 
in 1950. the last figures available 
was 82,176.093 tons, employing 
75.950 miners, these Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky counties produced 56.834.- 
521 tons of that total, some 68 
percent, employing 66.513 men. 
There wer- in that year 285 mines 
worked in Kentucky, known as 
railroad mines, so called because 
all their coal is hauled to mar¬ 
kets by auto trucks over high¬ 
ways and generally from regions 
not yet accessible by rail. Of that 
total 4.298 were in this Eastern 
Kentucky field, 83 percent, em¬ 
ploying 27,719 men. The cash 
market value for 1950 of these 
; mountain coals at the pit mouth 
for the railroad mines, and de¬ 
livered as to truck mines, was 
$555,926,407. Such annual yield 
in dollars, not counting freight 
tariffs paid our railroads, far 
exceeds that of any other prod¬ 
uct of the state, whether distilled 
spirits’ 205 million, tobacco’s 222 
million, or all other farm prod¬ 
ucts’ 510 millions. It was ex¬ 
celled only by manufactured 
products, but even they are so 
dependent on coal that it may be 
considered a prime factor and
